The  Lady  Spikers  ended  the  1990  season  in  fine  fashion 
with  an  overall  23-9  record,  third  place  in  the  Northwest 
League  and  advanced  to  the  Final  Four  in  the  MAC 
playoffs. 

The  Lady  Crusaders  advanced  to  the  final  four  by 
avenging  a  loss  to  Elizabethtown  in  the  first  round.  They 
then  were  pitted  against  eventual  MAC  champ  Juniata  and 
took  a  loss.  The  win  against  Elizabethtown  was  enough  to 
give  them  a  team  record  in  season  wins. 

Individually,  tri-captains,  senior  Lori  Yoder  and  MAC 
all-star  Jodi  Henry  and  junior  Tracy  Ekholm,  compiled 
some  amazing  statistics.  Yoder  led  the  team  in  assists  (331), 
and  was  second  in  kills  (175),  Henry  led  in  defensive  digs 
(243),  and  Ekholm  was  first  in  kills  (222),  solo  blocks  (51) 
and  service  aces  (54).  Senior  Lynn  Drolet  was  third  in 
defensive  digs  with  214  and  second  in  service  aces  (49). 

With  three  seniors  graduating,  Yoder,  Henry  and 
Drolet,  the  Lady  Crusaders,  though  losing  some  key  play- 
ers, are  sure  to  build  on  their  accomplishments  of  the  1990 
season. 
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The  7-3  season  (6-2  MAC)  proved  disappointing  to  the  defending  co-MAC 
champion  Crusaders.  After  winning  their  first  three  games,  they  squared  up 
against  NAIA  Division  II  National  Champions,  Westminster.  The  team  lost  the 
game  and  its  record  setting  QB  Dave  Battisti  for  the  season.  At  that  point  the 
team  was  ranked  eleventh  nationally.  A  loss  to  Widener  still  kept  them  in  the 
playoff  race,  but  in  the  championship  game  the  Crusaders  dropped  to  perennial 
foe  Lycoming  to  be  stripped  of  their  title. 

Defensively,  All-American  and  MAC  All-Star  tackle  Keith  Henry  led  the 
team  with  a  school  record  14  sacks,  along  with  11.5  quarterback  hurries  and 
tackles  for  a  loss  with  134  yards.  Andy  Watkins  had  a  team  high  81  tackles.  Kyle 
Shenk  led  in  assisted  tackles  with  57.  Linebacker  Joe  Dempsey  added  69  tackles 
and  a  pair  of  interceptions.  Nose  guard  John  Garrett  was  instrumental  on 
defense  adding  60  tackles  and  4  1/2  sacks.  The  secondary  was  led  by  MAC  All- 
Star  Cory  Mabry  who  had  9  broken  up  passes,  three  fumble  recoveries,  and  6 
interceptions.  Dan  Rattay  led  the  secondary  in  tackles  with  52.

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The  Lady  Crusaders  basketball  found  success  this  season.  The  team  rolled  through  the  MAC-North,  were 
nationally  ranked  and  went  to  the  second  round  of  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

The  team,  20-3  regular  season  and  ranked  nationally  as  high  as  16,  captured  the  MAC-North  title  after 
easily  finishing  on  top  of  the  MAC-Northwest.  The  team  won  the  title  by  defeating  Delaware  Valley  College 
and  overpowering  tough  Elizabethtown.  The  team,  however,  dropped  the  title  game  to  Moravian  College, 
which  was  ranked  #3  nationally  at  the  time. 

After  being  invited  the  NCAAs,  the  Lady  Crusaders  made  it  to  the  'sweet  sixteen'  of  the  tournament.  In  first 
round  action  they  matched  up  against  Carnegie  Mellon  University.  The  Lady  Tartans  were  easily  disposed  of 
by  SU  and  the  Lady  Crusaders  went  on  to  face  the  Huskies  of  Southern  Maine,  who  were  in  the  middle  of  a  1 0 
game  win  streak.  The  Huskies  extended  their  streak  to  1 1  as  the  Lady  Crusaders  rounded  out  a  successful 
season. 

The  women  were  led  by  senior  Laurie  Pankuck,  who  ended  her  illustrious  career  at  Susquehanna  by  leading 
her  team  to  its  23-5  record.  Pankuck  led  the  team  in  scoring  with  17.9  ppg  and  steals  with  85  and  became  the 
second  leading  scorer  in  SU  history.  With  only  one  senior,  the  team  had  to  rely  on  youth  for  its  success. 
Sophomore  Kristie  Maravelli  was  the  team's  premier  three-point  shooter  and  was  second  on  the  team  with 
scoring  ( 1 5.2).  She  also  had  a  season  high  33  points  in  the  1 00-73  routing  of  Muhlenberg.  Junior  Jen  Winter 
played  perfectly  at  point  guard.  She  dished  out  over  four  assists  a  game  and  also  stole  the  ball  67  times. 
Freshman  Yvonne  Young  came  on  strong  at  the  end  of  the  season  and  led  the  team  in  rebound  at  season's  end 
with  9.0  per  game,  including  a  career  high  2 1  in  one  game.

For  Dr.  Nancy  Lee  Cairns,  Susquehanna  was  more 
than  just  teaching  French  classes.  It  became  a  way  of 
life  for  her  and  a  place  to  watch  her  students  grow 
and  develop. 

Nancy  died  on  September  29,  1990.  She  was  born 
May  31,  1931  in  a  small  town  in  West  Virginia  and 
was  a  magna  cum  laude  graduate  of  Marshall  Uni- 
versity. She  received  her  M.A.  degree  from  Ohio 
University  and  her  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh.  She  was  working  on  her  doctoral  study  as 
a  Fulbright  Scholar  at  the  University  of  Paris  when 
she  was  offered  a  position  at  Susquehanna  in  1963. 
Dr.  Cairns  remained  here  for  the  rest  of  her  life, 
going  on  to  found  the  John  App  Honor  Society  and 
the  oldest  honor  society  at  Susquehanna,  Pi  Delta 
Phi.  She  also  wrote  criticisms  about  French  liter- 
ature. 

She  was  known  to  university  students  as  more  than 
a  French  professor.  She  reached  out  to  students 
seven  days  a  week,  cooking  exotic  French  meals  and 
entertaining  them  at  her  home.  She  was  fascinated  by 
French  cuisine  and  was  always  looking  for  a  new 
recipe  to  prepare  for  her  students. 

Dr.  Cairns'  achievements  are  endless.  She  created 
a  symposium  in  1985  on  International  Business,  and 
was  one  of  the  first  professors  at  Susquehanna  to 
place  an  emphasis  on  international  education.  In  the 
last  two  years  of  her  life  she  devoted  most  of  her  time 
to  speeches  and  articles  about  Bicentennial  and  the 
French  Revolution. 

At  the  time  of  her  death,  Nancy  donated  her  home 
to  the  University  and  set  up  a  scholarship  fund  to 
help  students  through  school.  Despite  her  illness  she 
still  strove  to  give  all  that  she  could  to  her  students. 
Making  them  interested  in  the  French  language  was 
her  life. 

In  the  words  of  Dr.  Jack  Kolbert,  "She  was  one  of 
the  most  devoted  teachers  I  have  ever  known  in  this 
profession.  Everything  in  her  life  revolved  around 
teaching  French  culture  and  literature  to  Susque- 
hanna students.  She  will  be  missed  for  a  lifetime."
